operated in the north Atlantic 
with devastating effect and that 
wih the coming of good weather 
these attacks will gain intensified 
fury. 

However, I am certain of this: 
I stood atop the Whitehall build- 
ing in lower Manhattan one day 
before the war when shipping was 
good, but in comparison with what 
Il have recently seen in Canadian 
ports, the North river of that day 
now reminds me of a deserted 
millpond. 

One day in a Canadian port, I 
could see—as far as my eyes 
would carry—only ships and ships 
and more ships. All the kinds of 
ships that ever have sailed the 
seven seas—low-lying rusty-red 
tankers, little gray 3,000-ton 
tramps, merchantmen of greater 
f@nnage - and finally converted 
passenger liners which I knew 
would be used for troop trans- 
port. There there lay, grim and 
silent and without benefit of 
camouflage; for .amouflage serves 
no purpose when a convoy is trav- 
eling at eight or 10 knots and the 
speed of the slowest vessel deter- 
mines the speed of the convoy. 

The next day when I[ came 
down to look at these ships again, 
they were gone and already the 
“first ships of the next convoy 
were coming into port. 

These, like the vessels which 
had just left port, came from up 
and down the whole American 
seaboard, some probably from 
points farther south and _ west. 
None, of course, was of U. S. reg- 
ister, our neutrality act forbidding 
us to ship to ports of belligerents. 
Many of them were loaded to the 
gunwales with war material made 
in American factories, en route to 
the United Kingdom under terms 
of the U. S. lease-lend bill. In a 
few hours these ships would be 
joined by other vessels filled 
with Canadian motorized equip- 
ment and iells and guns—and 
troops. 

Then suddenly, in a day or two, 
they also would be gone and for 
a few hours the harbor would be 
deserted again. Outside the har- 
bor the Navy and the air force 
would be picking them up and 
later on the British would take 
over the job of protecting them 
against raiders. If raiders did 
come they would attempt to get 
inside the protecting flank of 
British cruisers and destroyers 
and try to pick off the merchant 
vessels one by one. (They have 
done this several times.) Then 
the convoy. would disperse as 
quickly as possible and it would 
be each ship for itself. There 
would be no standing by to pick 
up survivors. The only job would 
be to get as much stuff as possi- 
ble through to England on time. 
If men lay back in open boats on 
heavy icy seas and sang “Roll 
Out the Barrel” and then died— 
well, this would be war and all 
for England and a job bloody well 
done. 

But if there were no raiders, 
they’d steam along peacefully 
until they approached the Irish 
coast and then hell might pop at 
any minute—U-boats, swift sur- 
face craft or dive-bombers. But 
those men of the convoy would 
know how to take it—just as they 
have for many months and they’d 
blaze away with their four- 
pounders and if all went well, 
soon they’d be in a home port. 

It would have been less’ than 
three weeks since they left Can- 
ada on thier zigzag course across 
the Atlantic. 

These men of the merchant ma- 
rine who are holding fast the life 
line to England, come from all na- 
tions, but whether they're Java- 
nese or High Dutch or Low Dutch 
or Norwegian or Irish or Scotch 
or English or Welsh, they have 
just one thought in mind—to get 
over as much war stuff as quickly 
as possible.

Fewer New Cars 

Voluntary agreement by the automobile in- 
dustry to reduce its output of new cars for the 
coming model year by 20 per cent is the most 
forceful illustration yet of the curtailment of 
consumer goods production which is inevitable 
if the defense program is to be properly accel- 
erated. 

Yet this reduction need affect no hardship 
on the average owner of an automobile. That 
is, beyond an increase in the price of cars which 
will, in the natural sequence of things, follow 
the curtailed production. That increase will 
affect both new cars and the used car market. 

Otherwise, however, it will merely mean 
that most owners will learn how easy it is to 
operate a given car for twelve months longer. 
The man who buys a new car every year, or 
every second or third year, usually has little 
conception of the tremendous number of miles 
of operation built into the modern automobile. 
With reasonable care the economical life of the 
average car is almost unlimited. 

We won’t see so many bright, shiny, new 
cars on the highways. We won’t be intrigued 
by quite so many of the slightly different new 
models. And, even though we find the cost of 
a new: car higher, we'll likewise find the sale 
value of the old bus has also enhanced. 

If the reduced new auto output drives home 
to Americans generally the fact that the war 
effort involves some changes in the way of life 
for all of us, it will be a geod thing.

MARRIED MEN AND THE DRAFT In discussing the mat- 


ter of selective service 
boards and the deferment of married men, I would like to step out 
of the position as a member of a board and appear only as an 
inquiring citizen. 

National headquarters does not want married men drafted. 

Georgia’s state headquarters doesn’t want them drafted. 

Yet, because of the fact each board is separately set up and told 
to use its common sense, national headquarters and many state 
headquarters timidly have refused to interpret the regulations. 

Most draft boards—correctly and properly—are not taking mar- 
ried men unless they hastily have married in an obvious effort to 
escape service. 

A few boards are taking married men because they find, on 
occasion, some of these men have wives who work. 

It is this factor which is causing irregularities in selective service 
boards. And it is for this reason state headquarters ought to issue 
its own interpretation. 

In the very beginning of the enforcement of the act, national 
headquarters said it did not wish to disturb the economic Status of 
any married man and his family. 

This ought to be plain enough. It is plain enough to most states 
and to most boards. They have not been taking men who were 
married before the act was made effective even though their wives 
were working. They have deferred men who married since the act 
when it could be demonstrated the plans were made months in ad- 
vance, publicly announced, and when it was apparent the mar- 
riage was not arrived at in an effort to escape being selected. 


PROTECT GEORGIANS There are instanees, in Georgia, of 


boards taking men who have been 
married two or more years, simply because their wives were 
working. 

The draft was never expected to do that. 

The instructions plainly state local boards should be mindful of 
any injuries which might result from separating a father from his 
children or a husband from his wife. 

They plainly state the maintenance of the family as a unit is 
of importance to the national well-being. 

This ought to be enough. If it isn’t, there are other reasons. 

New York, for instance, has been instructed by its state head- 
quarters to defer men who were married before the act was made 
effective. 

Shall Georgia, with its splendid record of volunteers, strain so 
hard to fill its quota that it takes married men with established 
homes while New York and other states do not? 

I admit it is a selfish and unworthy sort of argument, but ap- 
parently that is what we must have to halt what is’ going on. 

There are other states where the policy is not to take married 
men with established homes. | 

There are boards which refuse to defer young men who wish 
to get married and who obviously are not marrying to escape serv= 
ice. A board usually can tell what is what in such cases, 

The boards cannot hope to stop the biological urge. 

It ought not to be stopped if they could. 

Georgia should not have have its people penalized merely be- 
cause the instructions say each local board must determine its own 
cases. A magnificent job has been done all over the nation. The 
members of the boards, who serve without pay or without any ex- 
pense payments, have been a credit to the nation. The few excep- 
tions merely prove the rule. 


COMMON SENSE A few boards in Georgia—and in other 
states—have been in need of an interpre- 
tation from state headquarters, 

Let’s take a typical example. 

A husband was making $40 per week. The wife was making 
$25 per week. 
The board handling this case refused to defer the husband. 

The wife, it said, could live on her own earnings. She could. 
It meant giving up their apartment and storing the furniture. It 
meant the wife moved into a boarding house. 

In time of greater emergency, this would be justified. But this 
was never intended by the Selective Service Act. Such an inter- 
pretation is unreasonable. Every husband legally is obligated to 
support his wife. If the wife supplements her husband’s earnings, 
it does not lessen or remove that legal obligation. Usually the wife 
is working to assist in paying for furniture or to save enough money 
to have a baby or to make the down payment on a home or some 
other worthy cause. 

It is simply not fair, nor did the draft act ever intend to say, 
that a man shall be inducted into service because his wife earns 
$25 a week, 

There is no guarantee the wife may not become ill or lose her 
job or become dependent after her husband is inducted. 

The boards rightfully must be diligent in preventing the several 
who seek, by subterfuge, to escape service. There are those who 
suddenly find they love their mothers, after years af giving them 
nothing or little. There are those who suddenly wish their wives 
to return to them who have left because of neglect or abuse. The 
boards can handle them. 

But, as a citizen, 1 would like to ask the state headquarters for 
an interpretation so that the people of Georgia may not be penalized 
and those of other states escape merely for lack of an interpre- 
tation. 

Must Georgia’s married men go—and those of other states stay 
at home?

The medical profession has come to the de- 
fense of those men of America rejected under 
selective service regulations, with the president- 
elect of the American College of Physicians 
charging that physical standards are “too 
rigid” and saying the number of deferments 
for physical defects is no cause for alarm 
over the health of the ngtion’s manpower. 

The physician, Dr. Roger I. Lee, recalled 
that the greatest percentage of physical de- 
ferments has been for defective teeth and de- 
fective eyesight, and said that ‘“‘unless those 
defects make a man actually sick and cause 
him to be totally inefficient, they should not 
mean deferment.”

_ President Roosevelt has opened to American 
shipping a pathway to Suez.

1 1-4 teaspoons cream of tartar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1-4 teaspoon almond extract 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
1-2 cup sugar, and sift together 
four times. Beat egg whites and 
salt with rotary egg beater or flat 
wire whisk. When foamy, add 
cream of tartar and continue beat- 
ing until eggs are stiff enough to 
hold up in peaks, but not dry. 
Add remaining 1 cup sugar, 2 ta~ 
blespoons at a time, beating with 
rotary egg beater or flat wire 
whisk after each addition until 
sugar is just blended.

I am having a little trouble writing this piece about 
Burge, because I’m doing it with my fingers crossed.

But you just try using the touch system with 
your fingers crossed. Go ahead. 

Where Burge has confused his most ardent critics is not 
through his hefty hitting so much, but by his consistent 
fielding. He’s still not to be confused with Hal Chase, and 
yet he has been looking pretty nifty around the initial cor- 
ner. He’s not shifting his dogs so much like Charley 
Chaplin any more. 

Some observers have been so caustic as to predict 
Burge wouldn’t make a good first baseman in 1,000 
years—giving him ample time to improve—but I 
can’t see it that way. I believe he can do it in a lot 
less time than that. 

Say what you will about Burge—and he’s a nice fellow 
personally—the North Carolinian may have the scouts 
beating a hasty trail to Ponce de Leon in the near future. 

He has more power than any other Cracker—Marshall 
included—and the worth of-a player in modern day base- 
ball is judged by the way he hits that rock.
